On Tuesday, May 18, the Historical Society of Haddonfield 
will enjoy a slide presentation of "Birdwood," the portion of 
John Haddon's lands given to John Estaugh Hopkins, after the 
building of the manor home and mill in the late eighteenth cen- 
tury. 

The program will be presented by Mrs. Donald Long, a long- 
time resident in "Birdwood," whose father, Chester W. Smith, 
built many of the Birdwood Tract homes. Mrs. Long holds degrees 
in French, commercial subjects and counseling, and has been a 
high school counselor for twenty- two years. However, since early 
childhood the trees, shrubs and flowers of the woods and fields 
of Birdwood have engaged her interest. In recent years photo- 
graphy has lent an added dimension to this interest, and in the 
last two years the history of Birdwood has occupied much of her 
attention. The M ay 18 program will combine all of these inter- 
ests, and should give a fresh perspective to our perceptions of 
the Birdwood Tract .

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The Hip Roof House 
A Magic Name 

"The House With Nobody In It" 
by Edna L. Haydock 

No other house is left in Haddonfield that can be associ- 
ated with Elizabeth Haddon. "Here, doubtless, she made daily 
visits to the widow of her beloved kinsman, Ebeneezer Hopkins, 
and her children, after his death in 1?5?. It was here Sarah 
came with her family to live and Elizabeth Haddon Estaugh looked 
closely after her comfort and the moral training and education 
of the children. In these orphans she saw the perpetuity cf her 
large estate in her own blood. In this house resided her only 
collateral descendants and those who were to her the continua- 
tionof her family in America." This is quoted from John Clement's 
story of Elizabeth Estaugh. Elizabeth Estaugh bought this 
property in 1752 from the Samuel Mickle estate, after the death 
of Samuel Mickle in 1748 and Letitia, his wife, in 1751. 

Interestingly enough, it was on land John Estaugh and 
Elizabeth had sold to John Gill from her father, John Haddon' s 
purchase from Richard Matthews. 

John Gill, in turn, sold one acre, one rod and 14 perches 
to Jonathan Ellis in 1733 for E 16. Ellis in 1736 sold it to 
John Kaighn for E lo5. The deed now mentions a brick house on 
the lot. The same year, 1736, John Kaighn sold it to Samuel 
Mickle, a sadler , who came to live in Haddonfield in this house. 

He married his neighbor's daughter, Letitia Matlack, in 
1742. They had one son, Samuel. Samuel Mickle, Sr. died in 1748 
and directed in his will that the property be put up for sale. 

The Pennsylvania Gazette Sept. 22, 1748 contained the 
following advertisement t "To be Sold or Let. A Commodius brick 
house , a lot with good shop and barn situate in Haddonfield, 
Gloucester County, the lot contains an acre and a half with 
near a hundred fruit trees. The situation is very convenient for 
a shop keeper or tradesman. For terms inquire of Letitia Mickle 
living in said house or John Mickle or David Cooper, Trustees." 
Undoubtedly the shop was our Hip Roof House, listed in each 
deed, after Samuel Mickle's purchase as "a Tenement." It was 
his sadlery shop, adjacent to their brick house. 

Prowell’s History tells us "The lots adjoining the hotel 
proerty of Hugh Creighton were purchased by John Clement in 
I 836 and the brick houses now standing were erected and given 
to his three daughters. The Houses standing on the lots were 
small, on^fetory and a half and hip roofed. The one next the hotel 
was owned by Isaac Kay, the next by Thomas Denny and the third 
was moved to Ellis Street, where it now stands and is the resi- 
dence of Mary Allen. The lot on which this house stood was owned 
by Samuel Mickle, who built it." 
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At 23 Ellis Street the Hip Roof House spent another life- 
time but many historically minded people were afraid that this, 
our oldest house of memories, would be lost. In 1962, through 
the generosity of many of our townspeople the Historical Society 
of Haddonfield was able to buy and have this "oldest house" 
moved ( 1965 ) to John Gill's lovely garden, beside this beautiful 
home, Greenfield Hall, now the Historical Society's headquarters. 

With apologies to Joyce Kilmer I quote this poem: 

A house that has done what a house should do, a house 
that has sheltered life, 

That has put its loving wooden arms around a man and his 
wife, 

A house that has echoed a baby's laugh and held up his 
stumbling feet, 

Is the saddest sight, when it's left alone, that ever 
your eyes could meet. 

So whenever I go down the highway along the shady streeet 

I never go by the empty house without stopping and 
looking back, 

Yet it hurts me to look at the crumbling roof and the 
clapboards falling apart, 

For I cant help thinking the poor old house is a house 
with a broken heart. . 

Yet as we enter this house of memories, we can almost hear 
Elizabeth Estaugh say to her beloved kinswoman, Sarah Lord Hopkins, 
"I hope the people of Haddonfield will keep the trust we are 
passing on to them" 

This is the opportunity for us, of this generation, to 
preserve this mystic symbol of that which Elizabeth and John 
Estaugh created, that has come down through the years to us in 
our beautiful old community. 
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
